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Many  Rip  School-labeling  Proposal 

Overflowing  crowd  attends  state  hearing;  scores  who  came  from  afar  to  be  heard  weren't.

Hundreds  of  people  jammed  a  State  Board  of  Education  public  hearing  Wednesday 
night  where  the  topic  was  a  school-performance  labeling  system.  But  many  of  those  who 
had  hoped  to  address  the  board  -  including  some  who  had  come  from  the  farthest  comers 
of  the  state  —  never  got  the  chance. 

About  400  people  registered  to  speak.  But  after  quickly  filling  the  board  room  and 
two  overflow  conference  rooms,  about  200  participants  were  sent  across  the  street  to  the 
Statehouse  to  follow  the  proceedings  via  teleconference.  The  garbled  audio,  poor  sound 
and  visual  quality  quickly  sent  them  back  across  the  street  to  the  building  where  the 
hearing  was  taking  place. 

"This  sounds  like  the  McDonald's  drive-though,"  quipped  one  Evansville  educator. 
Others  weren't  so  amused.  "I  really  wanted  to  hear  the  discussion,  but  it's  just 
impossible,"  said  Christine  Settle,  principal  of  Reitz  High  School  in  Evansville,  who 
drove  31/2  hours  with  19  others  to  be  at  the  hearing.  "All  of  these  people  coming  from 
all  parts  of  the  state,  they  want  to  be  heard." 

Some  were  being  heard  -  and  what  they  said  wasn't  surprising.  One  after  another  - 
school  superintendents,  teachers  and  parents  -  implored  the  board  to  reject  the 
descriptive  labels,  ranging  from  "exemplary"  to  "unsatisfactory,"  that  had  been 
recommended  by  the  Governor's  Education  Roundtable  as  a  way  to  assess  school 
performance.  Education  board  members  have  straggled  for  months  with  the  labeling 
system  required  under  a  new  state  accountability  law.  Schools  will  be  assessed  based  on 
passing  rates  and  improvement  on  the  Indiana  Statewide  Testing  for  Educational 
Progress-Plus  exam. 

Under  the  current  proposal,  more  than  half  of  Indiana's  public  schools  would  fall 
into  the  lowest  two  performing  categories.  Susan  Larkin,  who  works  at  a  Decatur 
Township  school  in  Marion  County,  asked  how  her  school  -  which  consistently  has  been 
honored  by  the  state  for  excellence  -  would  be  considered  "marginal"  under  the  proposed 
system.  "I  strongly  oppose  the  categories,"  she  said. 

Urban  school  districts,  which  have  higher  enrollments  of  poor  and  disadvantaged 
children,  have  complained  that  such  factors  as  student  mobility  and  the  impact  on  test 
scores  aren't  being  considered.  Steve  Brace,  president  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Education 
Association,  the  teachers  union  for  the  state's  second  largest  school  district,  called  the 
proposal  unfair. 

"ISTEP  should  be  used  as  a  stethoscope  instead  of  a  sledgehammer,"  he  told  the 
board.  The  round  table  is  an  advisory  group  of  educators,  business  leaders  and 
lawmakers.  The  appointed  state  board,  however,  makes  education  policy  decisions. 


Many  of  those  in  crowded  overflow  rooms  complained  about  the  apparent  lack  of 
organization.  "I  think  it  was  by  design,"  said  Diane  Badgley  of  Richmond.

University  of  Kentucky  hosts  NATIONAL  EXHIBIT  OF  DEAF  HISTORY  -  Sept.  10,  2001  - 
(Lexington,  Ky.)  —  The  University  of  Kentucky  and  >  the  Kentucky  School  for  the  Deaf  in  Danville  will 
host  in  October  a  national  exhibit  that  chronicles  nearly  200  years  of  U.S.  deaf  history.  "History  Through 
Deaf  Eyes"  features  photographs,  objects,  replicas,  text  and  an  interactive  DVD  that  highlight  the  little 
known  history  of  deaf  Americans.  A  section  specific  to  Kentucky's  deaf  heritage  is  part  of  the  exhibit, 
which  allows  its  host  to  specialize  an  area  of  the  exhibit.  The  exhibit  was  organized  by  Gallaudet 
University,  a  college  for  the  deaf  and  hard-of-hearing  in  Washington,  D.C.  This  is  the  second  showing  of

O’Bannon  urges  Hoosiers  to  join  Day  of  Prayer  and  Remembrance 

Governor  Frank  O’Bannon  today  encouraged  all  Hoosiers  to  join  in  Friday’s  Day  of  Prayer  and 
Remembrance  for  victims  of  terrorist  attacks  this  week  in  New  York  City  and  Washington  D.C. 

O’Bannon  issued  a  proclamation  urging  the  citizens  of  Indiana  to  actively  participate  in  the 
national  Day  of  Prayer  and  Remembrance  for  those  lost  in  the  tragedies.  He  also  ordered  the  state’s  15-by- 
25  foot  Garrison  flag  to  be  displayed  in  the  Statehouse  rotunda  in  honor  of  those  lost  or  missing. 

“I  am  asking  all  citizens  and  all  state  employees  to  pause  fi'om  their  work  and  remain  in  a  full 
minute  of  silence  at  1 1  a.m.  Friday,”  O’Bannon  said.  “It  is  my  hope  that,  dining  this  minute,  all  Hoosiers 
will  join  in  common  thought,  prayer  or  meditation  over  this  week’s  startling  events.” 

O’Bannon  said  state  employees  also  are  encouraged  to  wear  red,  white  and  blue  clothing  on 
Friday  as  part  of  the  Day  of  Prayer  and  Remembrance. 

“I  also  want  to  encourage  Hoosier  families  to  talk  with  their  children  and  loved  ones  about  why 
signs  of  American  pafriotism  are  important  at  times  such  as  this,”  O’Bannon  said.  “During  periods  of 
national  crisis  in  our  past,  and  today,  we  are  offered  an  opportunity  to  teach  children  about  the  need  to  love 
and  serve  our  nation,  and  to  stand  with  their  nation.” 

In  addition  to  the  display  of  the  state’s  garrison  flag,  O’Bannon  encouraged  Indiana  families  to 
display  the  American  flag  at  their  homes  as  a  show  of  support.

These  emergency  funds  are  being  administered  by  charitable 
organizations  that  already  have  a  501(c)3  ruling  from  the  IRS.  As  we  become  aware  of  other  qualified 
emergency  relief  funds,  we  will  assign  them  a  SECC  code  number  and  disseminate  the  information.  State 
employees  are  reminded  that  donations  through  the  SECC  can  only  be  made  to  organizations  that  have  a 
501  (c)3  mling  from  the  Internal  Revenue  Service. 

The  September  11*  Fund  -  SECC  code  911010This  Fund  has  been  established  to  help  the  victims  and 
families  of  the  terrorist  attacks  that  occurred  on  September  11*  in  New  York  City  and  elsewhere  in  the 
United  States.  The  purpose  of  the  fund  is  to  mobilize  resources  to  respond  to  the  pressing  needs  of  the 
victims  and  their  families  and  all  those  affected  by  the  tragedy.  The  September  1 1*  Fund  was  set  up  by  the 
United  Way  and  The  New  York  Community  Trust  to  receive  donations  from  concerned  Americans  across 
the  country.  Funds  will  be  administered  by  the  two  organizations,  which  will  form  a  distribution 
committee  to  ensure  that  resources  are  deployed  effectively  in  New  York  and  other  cities  affected  by  these 
tragic  events.  The  effort  is  supported  by  the  Council  on  Foundations.  The  fund  will  provide  immediate 
support  to  established  emergency  assistance  agencies,  such  as  the  American  Red  Cross.  It  will  also  bring 
together  the  resources  of  other  nonprofit  health  and  human  service  agencies.  Donors  may  further  specify 
that  their  contribution  be  used  only  in  Washington,  D.C.  (SECC  Code  911011)  or  New  York  City  (SECC 
Code  911012). 

American  Red  Cross  Disaster  Relief  Fund  SECC,  Code  911020  -  The  Red  Cross  reports,  “In  the  wake 
of  these  traumatic  events  lies  a  wide  path  of  catastrophic  physical  and  psychological  destruction  in  which 
countless  victims  will  require  assistance.  In  addition  to  meeting  the  physical  needs  of  the  affected  regions, 
the  American  Red  Cross  will  be  providing  crisis  mental  health  counseling.”  "The  American  Red  Cross  is 
doing  everything  we  can  to  ensure  the  immediate  availability  of  the  safest  possible  blood,"  said  Dr. 


Bernadine  Healy,  president  and  CEO  of  the  American  Red  Cross.  "We  are  also  dispatching  hundreds  of 
trained  disaster  workers  and  mental  health  counselors  to  New  York,  Washington  D.C.  and  elsewhere,"  she 
added.  Monetary  contributions  may  be  directed  to  the  Red  Cross  Disaster  Relief  Fund  through  the  SECC. 
Contributions  to  this  fund  will  be  segregated  from  other  contributions  to  the  Red  Cross  and  will  only  be 
used  for  disaster  relief  efforts.

SUBJECT:  Reminder/Supervision  of  Children/Students 

Children  on  campus  who  are  not  under  the  supervision  of  the  school’s  staff  are  the  responsibility  of  their 
parents. 

There  have  been  two  incidents  this  year  where  children  have  been  injured,  because  they  were  not 
supervised  by  their  parents  while  on  campus.  The  children  were  unattended  and,  in  one  case,  911  was 
called  to  assist  with  the  injury.  Additionally,  there  were  several  young  children  unattended  and  allowed  to 
play  without  supervision  during  the  Homecoming  Football  Game  on  Saturday,  September  15. 

For  all  students  under  the  pre-arranged  supervision  of  the  school,  whether  during  the  day,  evening  or  night, 
ISD  will  handle  and  administer  all  medical  attention.  For  children  not  under  the  supeiwision  of  the  school, 
the  parents  are  responsible  for  illness  or  injury,  and  the  Health  Center  cannot  provide  medical  assistance. 
We  will  assist  parents  by  placing  a  call  to  91 1  for  you  in  the  event  of  illness  or  injury. 

ISD  will  not  be  responsible  for  ISD  students  in  the  care  of  their  parents  or  other  children  visiting  campus 
while  under  the  supervision  of  their  parents.  If  you  are  an  ISD  staff  member  and  have  responsibilities  that 
go  beyond  your  work  horns,  you  must  make  other  child  care  arrangements.  Staff  members  not  supervising 
their  own  children  while  under  their  supervision  may  face  disciplinary  action.

News  from  Superintendent  Stailey  -  As  all  of  you  know,  the  State  of  Indiana  is  facing  some  very  difficult 
financial  times.  The  Governor  has  made  some  decisions  to  make  certain  that  the  State  does  not  fall  short  of 
funds.  The  decisions  so  far  for  ALL  STATE  AGENCIES  are: 

1 .  7%  reduction  in  the  operating  budget 

2.  Reduction  of  out  of  state  travel  by  50% 

3.  Strategic  hiring  freeze  -  hiring  can  still  be  done  with  justification  and  approval  from  the  State 
Personnel  Department 

4.  Suspension  of  all  capital  projects  unless  they  due  to  an  emergency  or  are  necessary  for  safety 
and  health. 

As  the  nation's  economy  becomes  more  critical,  there  will  probably  be  additional  ways  that  the  State  will 
research  to  save  funds.  I  will  keep  you  informed  about  any  new  decisions  that  are  made  throughout  the 
year.  I  am  a.sking  each  of  you  to  seriously  consider  requests  that  you  make  for  funding  and  to  be 
conscientious  about  using  materials  and  equipment.  We  all  have  to  work  as  a  team  to  make  sure  that  ISD 
has  sufficient  funding  throughout  this  fiscal  year.  Thank  you  for  your  support  and  for  your  efforts  in  this 
matter.  Remember  the  FISH! 

Teachers  &  Staff  -  Effective  immediately,  all  classroom  door  window  strips  should  be  uncovered  due  to 
possible  emergencies  making  visual  access  into  and  out  of  classrooms  essential.  In  addition,  an  open 
classroom  door  or  an  uncovered  door  window  strip  gives  a  warmer,  friendlier,  safer  and  much  more 
productive  feeling  to  any  school  building.  Obviously,  those  are  the  feelings  that  we  want  all  of  the  visitors 
to  ISD  to  experience.  Thank  you  all  for  your  cooperation.  -  Principal  Kovatch 
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Greg  Patterson  is  also  the  Indianapolis  Fireman  that  helped  trained  our  High  School 
students  in  scuba.  We  are  thankful  that  he  is  safe  and  back  in  Indiana.

Interpreter  Feedback  Forms  —  What  happens  when  you  give  feedback? 

As  you  know,  the  Interpreting  Office  sends  out  confirmation/feedback  forms  for  all  assignments.  Upon 
completion  of  an  assignment,  if  you  want  to  give  feedback  to  the  office,  we  encourage  you  to  do  so.  You 
may  be  wondering  what  happens  with  the  information  once  it  reaches  our  office. 

All  positive  feedback  is  given  directly  to  the  mterpreter(s)  involved.  This  helps  interpreters  know  they  are 
on  the  right  track  and  passing  on  a  good  word  can  make  someone’s  day. 

Constructive  feedback  is  handled  differently.  The  team  leader,  BJ  Collins,  reviews  your  comments  and 
determines  the  seriousness  of  the  feedback.  If  it  is  something  not  too  grave,  (ex:  a  few  minutes  late, 
inappropriate  attire,  etc.)  it  is  kept  on  file.  If  a  pattern  develops,  or  if  an  interpreter  has  several  incidents 
reported,  the  interpreter  and  the  team  leader  will  discuss  the  issue(s).  If  it  is  of  a  more  serious  nature,  (ex: 
the  interpreter  was  clearly  out  of  role,  was  unable  to  follow  the  participants  throughout  the  meeting,  etc.) 
the  issue  will  be  dealt  with  more  immediately.  In  both  cases,  before  meeting  with  the  interpreter,  the  team 
leader  will  be  contacting  you,  as  the  provider  of  the  feedback,  to  ask  if  you  are  comfortable  with  the  details 
of  the  incident  being  given,  such  as  your  name  and  other  specifics.  Additional  information  may  be  sought 
from  you  at  this  time  in  order  to  provide  clarification. 


If  you  prefer  your  name  not  be  used,  it  will  not  be.  We  want  to  encourage  honest  feedback  and  at  the  same 
time  respect  your  right  to  privacy. 

We  encoinage  you  to  be  forthright  in  your  provision  of  feedback  so  we  can  continue  to  improve  the  quality 
of  interpreting  services  here  at  ISD.  If  you  have  any  questions  or  comments  regarding  our  feedback  policy 
please  contact  BJ  Collins  at  #924-8419  or  stop  by  the  Main  Bldg.

In  the  past,  all  messages  and  appointments  in  your  mailboxes  would  have  been  purged  automatically  after  they 
aged  90  days.  All  items  in  your  GroupWise  trash  cans  (not 
Windows  trash  can)  would  have  been  automatically  purged  after 
they  aged  7  days.  The  primary  goal  of  this  purge  is  to  help 
manage  our  limited  disk  space. 

This  is  now  changed! 

Instead  of  relying  on  the  age  of  each  message,  we  will 
now  rely  on  your  mailbox  total  size  regardless  of  their  age.  We 
have  granted  every  account  25  megabytes  of  disk  space.  You  no 
longer  will  need  to  worry  about  archiving  or  printing  messages 
that  are  older  than  90  days.  Instead,  when  the  system  informs  you 
(automatically)  that  your  mailbox  storage  is  past  80%  of  your 
allocated  25  megabytes.  It  will  guide  you  on  how  to  reclaim  your 
disk  space  by  purging  messages  in  your  GroupWise  trashcan,  and 
other  methods. 

Second  improvement  (especially  for  all  Teachers  and 
Residential  Staff).,  .most  of  you  are  aware  that  there  are  two  ways 
of  getting  your  email.. .through  use  of  client-based  GroupWise 
software  (icons)  and  through  use  of  web-based  GroupWise 
webaccess  ('http://isdstaff  and  http://webmail.state.in.us’).  The 
client-based  version  requires  installation  of  software  on  the 
computer  you  use.  The  web-based  version  require  no  installation 
at  all. 

We  realize  that  there  are  some  features  and  benefits  of 
using  the  client-based  version  over  web-based  version.  Some 
functions  are  simply  much  easier  with  client-based  version  than 
web-based  version.  So,  everybody  (especially  teachers  and 
residential  hall  staff)  now  have  access  to  the  client-based  version 
through  their  Novell  Application  Launcher  (NAL).  Look  in  the 
miscellaneous  folder  and  you  will  find  GroupWise  icon.  Double¬ 
clicking  this  icon  for  the  first  time  will  perform  installation 
automatically 

Basically,  ALL  staff  now  have  two  choices  ...  client- 
based  or  web-based  GroupWise,  and  use  either  version  that  works 
best  for  you.  However,  when  you  are  off  campus,  you  will  be 
required  to  use  the  web-based  GroupWise  through 
http://webmail.state.in.us.  We  will  offer  training  for  both  versions 
very  soon.  -  Technology  Center  Staff
